Admitting the fact of a 
reveilat Ow easy it should be to accept it—in other 
words, to have faith! 


When Christ says “He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved”, of course, He does not mean that 
_"s : belief will save a man. hose who hold to this, 
‘do #0 against a vehement protest of reason, and 
oer many clear declarations of Scripture. The 
ble tells us that “The devils believe”; that “faith 
Without works is dead”: that “if I have all faith, so as 
to remove mountailis, and have not charity, I am noth- 
ing.” When Christ says “He that believeth”, etc., He 
means what St. Paul means when He says “The just 
tian lives by faith”; that is, he regulates his conduct 
oe the eternal truths, by the commandments, and by 
] the requirements established by revelation. 


When non-Catholics accuse us of accepting our 
‘Faith on the Church’s authority, they seem to suppose 
that we substitute authority for reason; while, on the 
contrary, we recognize in belief, which rests on author- 
ity, a feal act of reason.’ Faith is an assent of the in- 
téllect aswell as the consent of the will, and must be 
an act of reason.. [four Church taught us one thing 
and reason. another, we could not believe the Church, 
for no man should believe what contradicts reason. 
But when the authority of the Church rests on the 
‘same divine veracity on which reason itseif rests, our 
lacteptance of the teaching of this authority is a rea- 
8 e assent. It is far more reasonable to suppose 
that “Almighty God would make His revelation to 
chosen messengers, and through them to all men, than 
to suppose that He would supernaturally enlighten 
each individual. It has always been God’s way to deal 
withman through men. Now, if we have satisfactory 
proof that the Almighty followed this course, we have 
the same ground for aceepting the truths on this 
authority as we have for believing any truth to which 
natural reason itself attains. 


For knowledge of what belongs even to the nat- 
ural order, reason needs authority; it needs the report 
or evidence which the senses submit. For super- 
natural knowledge reason needs data presented by a 
supernatural source. Reason does not understand 
half the truths which it accepts on human or natural 
authority; therefore it is surely unfair to insist on 
understanding all the truths, which it is asked to ac- 
cept on divine or supernatural authority. Things 
which we accept only after we fully understand them 
cannot be said to be received by Faith. 


The churches are ever declaring that they all 
agree in fundamentals or essentials, but they do not 
determine what these fundamentals or ess@ntials are. 
But even this stand is fatal, for whatever God has re- 
vealed, whether essential or not, must be true. There- 

fore, I am not permitted to reject it or even question 
the truth of it, without impugning God’s veracity.

_... If. private. judgment or reason be the ultimate 

authority, where does Faith come in? ‘I have Faith 

when I accept the truths of religion on the sole 

authority of God, or His commissioned representative.

It Was written as a warning, it seemed to them, over the wastes of 
desolation that had once been beautiful cities. It was traced in the blue 
of the skies by the flight of aeroplanes and Zeppeling, It was thundered 
across the ocean waves from the death-spurting fire of the iron battleships.

“Preparedness!” It was the ready answer that men gave to their 
suspicions, their fears or their strmises. It was a word which all might 
use, since all believe in a measure of preparedness. Yet it was a word on 
whose practical meaning few could ever agree,

The very vagueness of the word made its appeal more universal. 


Men who would bitterly have opposed each other had a definition been 
sought to the extent of preparedness required, or of the nature of the 
menace to be averted, could now march enthusiastically, shoulder to 
shoulder, in the same prodigious ess parades. The bands could 
strike up their patriotic airs, the and Stripes wave proudly overhead, 
the wide ranks of the marchers pass along the blazing streets or through 
the drenching rain, and not one word of discord could be heard. Yet every 
man retained his own convictions of what is needed for the country’s 
safety. ? 

As Catholics, our ideas of preparedness are neither more clear nor 
more vague than those of our fellowitizens. BWadh man holds his own 
convictions of extreme or moderate preparedness, or é¥en denies the need 
of further preparation, as in his view may seem most consonant with the 
best interests of the country that he loves. 

But there Was another era of preparedness, of interest to Catholics. 
ushered into this world more than nineteen hundred years ago, and the 
appeal made then Was even mightier than in our day. 

“And in those days cometh John the Baptist, preaching tn the desert 
of Judea. And saying: Do penance: for the Kingdom of Heaven fs at 
hand. For this is he that was spoken of by Isaias the prophet saying: A 
voice of one crying in the désert. PREPARE ye the way of the Lord, 
make straight His paths.” 

Had the nations of Hurope remembered that cry; had they once more 
taken heed of the warning given to the Jews of old; had they prepared 
more éarnestly for the coming of Christ into their countries, their citios, 
their homes, their hearte—then there had been less need of those other 
lavish preparations that first drained the wealth of the nations and then 
éxhausted the blood of their best manhood. | 

To prepare the way of the Lord is the first preparedness needed for 
our land. It does not exclude any other that is within the limits of right 
reason, but without it we can only go the way of other nations that have 
perished before us in their pride and self-sufficiency. 

“Prepare ye the way of the Lord” in the legislatures, in the schools. 
in the households of the land! It is vain to build dp armies and taunch 
favies, if we do fot sount uhoOh the God of battles and the Lord of hosts. 

We must Make all préparations in men and équipment that may seem 
to us to be required, but we miust above all insist pon that higher pre- 
paredness which alone can make a fation truly great because it is truly 
Christian. This is the first duty we owe to our country 

As citizens, Catholics have the same common interests, together with 
the same wide divérsity of opifion, in the question of national prepared. 
hess as any other class of men who earnestly seek the rea! safety and wel- 
fare of the land to Which they have pledged their allegiance. But as mem- 
bers of the Church they Gan have to diversity of views upon the necessity 
of that higher preparedness which is to bring about the comitig of the 
Kingdom of God, which is to usher in for all mankina peace and joy and 
salvation in Christ Jesus, our Lord.
